He has a profound knowledge of 
certain great (?) actors, his association 
with whom he his delighted to make ‘you 
sensible’ of ; and when in company with 
professionals itis peculiarly interesting to 
mark how freely he disposes of his cash 
to “treat ” the members of the “sock 
and buskin,” Then see him at the theatre 
when a performance is,coming: off! There 
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he struts, endeavouring to assume the air 

of a person of no little importance, which 

is only turned into ridicule, He fancies 

himself better perfect, and anticipates 

making a ‘“‘hit’” in the scene wherein 

the leading lady is engaged. He is a fidgety 

mortal while undergoing the operation of 

dressing or “making up.” A crease in 

his ‘ tights’ will doubtless occur to him ; 

the peruke is not exactly to his taste ; and 

he thinks a “leetle” more “color” 

absolutely essential toimprove the fairness 

of his complexion. He does not cease gaz- 

ing in the mirror and adding to such trivial 

complaints till thestentorian voice of the 

*call-boy ” apprises him that the 

“stage is waiting” and the audience 
growing uproarious. When the “ cue ” is 

given for his “entree” a great change’ 
comes o’er the scene. He has loat all’ 
confidence ; he is left entirely at the mercy 

of that valuable official, the prompter ; and 

we see those fair young ladies in theboxes 

who are amply supplied with bouquets, 

bringing their heads into collision to con- 

sider the propriety of throwing their favors 

in the direction of the Model Amateur,

An apology was 
made for Miss Jane Montague, who was 
announced for Lady Macbeth, on the 
score of indisposition ; and the part was 
undertaken by a ‘ professional lady’ at a 
moment's notice We could not recognise 
the lady in question ; but certain it is, she 
hasa thorough knowledge of stage business, 
and her excellent delineation won for her 
the good opinions of the audience.

In the first scene of the second act, we 
are introduced to the interior of the is- 
laid— very artistically and beautifully 
ae ater the shipwrecked King and 

is Lords find themselves on the Enchan- 
ted Isle. Ariel appears here in adream to 
the King and Gourzals, and awakes them 
in time to escape assassination by Antonio 
and Sebastian. This scene is admirably 
played by the united talents of Messrs. 
Cooper, Graham, and Miss Kate Terry. 
Act third, scene first, introduces us to 
another part of the island, which fs one 
of the greatest triumphs ever achieved by 
a manager, The audience are taken 
completely by surprise, the spot is gradu- 
ally transformed from barrenness to luxu- 
riant vegetation, after which enter many 
strange shapes, bearing fruits and flowers, 
form a banquet and disappear, This is as 
the bill describes it, and it is thoroughly 
fulfilled. The King and his courtiers 
advance to partake of the fruit, when the 
whole is filled with most strange noises ; 
thunder and lightning follow, and the 
party drawn off by the satyrs, dryads 
naids, of whom Mr. Kean says, * in order 
to preserve the mythological tone through- 
out he has “ copied from Etruscan vases. ” 
This scene ends with a very curious dance 
of spirits. The reader who is acquainted 
with the play of The Tempest will see by 
our description that Mr. Kean has made 
some material alterations in the way of 
transposition and omission. The fourth 
act opens with Prospero’s cell, where he 
gives Miranda to Ferdinand, and freés the 
young prince from his bonds. This is all 
enrent with such exquisite taste’ that we 
e induced to look upon the scene as 

oue of reality. The second scene isof Mr. 








Kean’s invention, a Masque! in which Iris 
appears, We have also a view of Eleusis 
and its temples; Ceres and her attendants 
enter. And when the audience are full of 
wonderment at the beauty of the tableau, 
there appears a most splendid allegorical 
group in mid-air of Juno accompamed by 
the Graces atid Seasons, who descend ina 
car drawn by peacocks. It is impossible to 
give a description of this magnificent 
invention here. In the last act we are 
again before Prospero’s cell, where the 
Magician discovers himself to the King and 
to his brother the usurping Duke of 
Milan, in his proper robes. The play 
concludes with a ship in a calm, which is 
prepared to convey the king and courtiers 
back to Naples. Prospero appears at the 
stern of the ship. Here Mr. Kean makes 
an address to the audience so exactly 
appropriate to the scene that for the 
moment the audience do not catch the gist 
of it. Another striking mechanical effect 
closes, The ship now skims the sea. We 
observe Ariel, who isset free by her grate- 
fal master, alone in mid-air, and the 
island recedes from sight. 

Mr. Charles Kean as Prospero throws 
all that perfection about the elaborate 
Magician prince which he does with every 
thing he undertakes. His conception of 
the character is perfect in every respect, 
and he shades it with such gentle 
patience, such sublimity of thought, and 
such a refined idea which stamps his 
Prospero as one of the best. He has 
entirly divested the character, as well as 
the play itself, of all stage convention- 
alities, and has made the latter more 
marvellous by reason of the sublime 
character with which he has invested it 
and given it to the public, The parts of 
Stephano and Trinculo in the hands of 
Messrs Frank Mathews and Hatley are 
ludicrous inthe extreme; we never saw 
bétter low-comedy acting. Miss Leclere 
and Miss Kate Terry deserve especial 
tmhatks of praise for their beautiful render. 
ing of Miranda and Ariel.

We have no doubt that every one of 
our readers read with surprise the verdict 
of ‘ Not Guilty” upon James Spollen, who 
was charged with the murder of the un- 
fortunate Mr. Little, at the Broadstone 
Railway; we did so, but now our surprise 
has turned to disgust by the announcement 
in the papers that ‘ James Spollen has 
advertised that he will appear* in the 
theatre in Dublin, and deliver a peréonal 
narrative of his late trial for the mntdér 
of Mr. Little; admission, one shilling! ! !” 

Things have come to a very sad pass in 
Dublin, when the theatre can find no 
better expenent to occupy its boards than 
the acquitted James Spollen. Besides, 
why should murder be dilated upon in 
such a manner? If James Spollen was 
acquitted an innocent man—and that 
better rests with himself —let him be 
satisfied with that acquittal, and not offend 
the ears of modesty with shrieking out the 
details of a barbarous murder upon the 
boards of a theatre. 

The treasury must be slack indeed, when 
the Muses themselves give place to such an 
actor as James Spollea! It is prostitution 
of the stage, and offensive to delicacy, to 
admit the pudlic to such a performance at 
One Shilling per head! We weep for 
Dublin, not for pity—but disgust !
